Seventy-five years ago this week on June 19, 1873, Susan 
B. Anthony, the militant leader in the long fight for women’s 
suffrage, was fined in Rochester, New York, for having dared 
to votein the presidential election the previous year. The 
fine followed her arrest and conviction for this “offense.” 

AcGording to the record, she was never actually required 
to pay ‘the fine. Apparently the sentence was intended to 
serve as a warning to her and to other “brazen” females 
that their place was in the home—not in the polling booth. 

Now, three-quarters of a century later, a good many 
people feel that women—and men, too—should be fined 
when they don't go to the polls. Maybe Susan Anthony 
was born 50 years too soon. Then again, maybe not. With- 
out her, the right to vote might have been denied women 
much l@nger than it was.

‘Bill of Rights 
Amendment To 
Be On Ballot 


Sacramento, (#)—Unless there 
is adverse court action, the so- 
called bill of rights amendment 
will go on the November ballot. 

Secretary of State Frank Jor- 
dan announced 111,859 signatures 


have been filed from Los Angeles 
county. This brings the total to 
207,710 certified names, or 3,038 
more than the required 204,710. 

There are a dozen subjects in 
the “Bill of Rights” initiative pro- 
posal, sponsored by Willis Allen, 
former prompter of the old “Ham 
and Eggs” retirement plan, which 
was defeated. Allen, himself is in- 
cluded in the measure for a $15,000 
a year state position if the multi- 
ple-subject pension plan carries. 
He would be a member of the 
board named in the act to admin- 
ister the plan pending election of 
a five-man pension commission. 
Pensions would range from $100 to 
$130, plus cost-of-living allowanc- 
es. The measure besides providing 
for the state pensions would legal- 
ize gambling, -reapportion the sen- 
ate, prohibit cross filing by politi- 
cal candidates, permit sale of col- 
ored oleomargarine products with- 
out specia! permits.

IF WAR COMES TOMORROW, IT 





WILL BE SAME BLOODY BUSINESS 


_ By HAL BOYLE 
.NEW YORK (2) — If war 


comes tomorrow it will only be 
more of the same old bloody busi- 
ness battle has always been. 

This is pointed out by a primer 
for total war put out by the de- 
fense department’s munitions 
board in Washington. 

Should a third world war break 
out in the immediate future, there 
could be no reliance on “push 
button” weapons. You have to 
have more than a button to win 
a push button war. And that’s 
all we've got today. 

No other country has more than 
the button either. 

The plain truth is that if war 
broke out overnight we’d have to 
fight it pretty much on the basis 
of the last war.. Certainly at the 
start, that is. 

The report of the munitions 
board emphasizes that another 
war would require immediate and 
complete mobilization of nation- 
al resources, industry and man- 








power. 
Few people realize what this 
means: Absolute and entire devo- 


tion of every ounce of the na- 
tion’s energy toward one aim- 
support of the armed forces. 

It means that war will begin 
at your own front door, figura- 
tively if not literally. It means 
war on a 24-hour-a-day basis for 
everybody. 

Only on such a basis could 
America defeat the only possible 
present enemy—Russia. 

Over-confidence is the greatest 
enemy of any nation. Optimism 
thrives at the rear headquarters 


and on the: home front...An en- 


lightened pessimism always rules 
the courageous men on the act- 
ual battlefield: «They face and 
fight the enemy, and they know 
his worth. 

It never pays to underestimate 
a foe. That is the lesson taught 
by the two American: retreats in, 
the European theater in the Sec- 
ond World War—Kasserine gap in 
Africa, the Battle of the Bulge 
in Belgium. . I know because I 
had to run from both places. 

In neither of these cases were 
the men at the front to. blame. 
They knéw and said the enemy 
against them was still strong. 
The miscalculations were made 
by generals far behind the lines 
who weren’t being shot at. 

Our semi-remoteness from pos- 
sible. foreign. foes isn’t an ad- 
vantage. It.’s our biggest disad- 
vantage. There is only one good 
place to fight a war—on the other 
fellow’s soil. To do that you have 
to get there. And for all the 
developments that have taken 
place in the theory of warfare, 
there is nothing to indicate that 
a vast foe such as Russia could 
be knocked out by anything short 
of a gigantic expeditionary force. 

This would require every man, 
ship, gun, airplane and guided 
missile the American nation could 
summon in an uttermost test of 
its strength. 

There is no push button war on 
the horizon yet. . War today 
against a major foe would be not 
only total, it would havé to be 
utter. No other way could vic- 
tory be gained.
